4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a system of security protection on a portable 
computer. Each independent claim (claims 1, 7, 8 and 18) identifies the uniquely distinct 
features of detecting first surroundings information and controlling access to the 
computer based on the operation to identify user and a first surrounding, wherein the 
first surrounding is determined at a time of user identification. The closest prior arts, 
Murphy (6,317,500), Guthrie et al. (6,161 ,185), Murphy et al. (5,799,082) and Jones 
(5,289,540) fail to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious.
